Tjhe same day, next year. King Louis 
XYI 
signed the first d r a f t of the 
first 
constitution for France. 


Although 
the 
French 
were to 
be 
ruled twice again by kings and 
em- 
perors, their third republic finally has 
succeeded. 
It has existed since 1871 
and 
its constitution 
is the 
develop- 
ment of the one signed on July 14, 
1790. 


Rus»ia, 
hereafter, 
will 
celebrate 
March 16 as her July 4. 


On the day, this year, the provis- 
ional 
government 
of 
Russia 
issued 
its famous appeal to the people, which 
is actually that country's declaration 
of Independence. 
The next day Czar 
Nicholas was forced to abdicate. 


Independence day to the 
Russians 
will mean not only their own free- 
dom from the bonds of autocracy, but 
the freedom of the thousands of po- 
litical exiles in Siberia and the demo- 
cratization of the whole empire. 
Ex- 
czar Nicholas may be put on trial for 
misgovernment.

B E L G I U M I 


Although 
Belgium 
did 
not 
gain 
complete independence f r o m Holland 
until 1839, the Belgians issued a dec- 
laration of independence as early as 
1830. 


October 4 is the date which correa- 
ponds to our July 4. 


This was during the revolt against 
the Dutch. 
Belgian independence and 
neutrality, was recognized by the pow- 
erful countries of Europe, but 
Hol- 
land refused to give up that country. 
Settlement 
finally 
was made in 1839, 
when 
Belgium 
was recognized 
as

"neutral" country to be protected by 
the powers.

government. 
King 
Alexander,

21, 
1894, 
granted 
the 
people the 
constitution 
which is still, almost in its entirety 
the foundation for the laws of Serbia.

MONTEHE6RO 


Montenegro's day of 
independence 
is December 19. 


The people of this small ally 
had 
felt free since their country's 
liber- 
ation from Serbian rule in 1389. 
But 
kings continued to rule them as auto- 
cratically as elsewhere in Europe. 


It was not until December 19, 1905, 
that popular discontent grew 
to such 
degrees 
that 
Prince 
Nicholas 
was 
forced to proclaim the abolition of the 
autocratic system. 
He summoned 
a 
popular national assembly and Issued 
a 
liberal 
constitution 
to which 
he 
took oath and which still is the coun- 
try's basic law.

throne.

the provisional presidency' of 
Theophilo 
Braga. 
Manuel fled • to 
England.

Incubators. 


There is no rest for the tin 
can 
question. 
Eventually it is 
expected 
that the cast-off fruit bearers will be 
crated up by the city and shipped to 
Chicago for sale. 
Dr. H. O. Brugge- 
man, head of the health board, 
has 
appeared before city officials and in- 
quired, "Why not n o w ? " 


Dr. Bruggeman points out t h a t these 
first 
torrid days are best adapted to 
propagation of mosquitoes, 
flies 
and 
other insects. 
H e states m a t the dis- 
carded tin can is the favorite incu- 
bator for every f o r m of germ life. Tin 
cans, in which water is allowed to ac- 
cumulate, are responsible f o r 70 per 
cent of the noisy 
and hungry 
mo- 
squitoes in F o r t 
Wayne, the health 
board head 
believes. 


City officials have been asked 
by 
Dr. Bruggeman to start the 
process 
of baling tin cans at once. 
Even if 
the cans are not sent away at this time 
it will be a benefit to the city to have 
the cast-off containers 
pressed 
and 
bundled now, the doctor says. 


"Citizens can batter up their cans 
themselves," Bruggeman 
tells. 
"Let 
the officials order the consumers of 
canned goods to use a h a m m e r in re- 
ducing their cans. 
A part of the men 
about the city already follow the pro- 
cess. 
It is a great health boon. 
It 
wrecks the incubators of mosquitoes 
and 
flies. 
Later the cans could 
be 
collected and shipped away."

W e have forgotten that the Judi- 
cial ofliice is not a political one. 
Our 
present 
constitution 
compels 
our 
judges to stand for a short term and 
to appear on a party ticket. 
H e is 
h u m a n like the rest of us; he fears 
the four year "recall;" he seeks to 
avoid défeat and he does as a rule 
w h a t a federal judge in his 
place 
would do, he renders political 
de- 
sions; he does anything to m a k e him- 
self popular with his party. 
W i t h 
all thse handicap's, It is- wonderful 
that w e possess even as good a judi- 
ciary as w e have. 


If w e admire the federal 
courts 
so much, w h y shouldn't w e pattern 
our courts after t h e m ? 
They 
are 
powerful because their judges serve 
on goo'd behavior and are not sub- 
servient to 
politics nor 
the 
fiour 
year recall. 
But some lawyers say 
it would give us a tyrant. 
Better 
a tyrant at «my time than a w e a k - 
ling. 
However, there Is no general 
charge of tyranny directed 
toward 
federal judges except by those justly 
punished for their crimes. 
At least 
if we are so timorous w e should ap- 
point our judges for f r o m ten

ican revolution with fanions in 
United States colors and the col- 
ors of a major general of the Uni- 
ter States army—a flag of red 
ground with two silver stars— 
embroidered b}^ French women,

fought with the French in the war 
of 1870 with the flag of the Amer- 
ican vohijiteers in the French for- 
eign legion. 


Children from all the primary schools 
in the quarter wore given the best places. 
Along part of the Avenue Daumensil 
there were thousands of them calling: 


"Teddy, Teddy, Teddy," and throwing 
kowers.

Soldiers Fight Only for the 
Fatherland and the Mon- 
archic Principle. 


Copenhagen, July 5.—Saxon soldiers 
are not fighting out of loyalty to the 
king but for love of the fatherland and 
monarchy principle. 
Saxony is suffer- 
ing badly from the mistake.s of an in- 
competent bureaucracy and conditions 
have reached such a state that all par- 
ties in the Saxon parliament are forced 
seriously to warn the government of 
the danger of the situation. 
Such were

declarations

the government was forced to hear 
frpm all parties except the conserva- 
tives, in a debate in the Saxon diet yes- 
terday, a report of which has reached 
here. 


Demand Reform.s. 


The discussion was on necessary in- 
ternal reforms. 
The occasion for the 
debate was a socialist resolution de- 
manding that the government make an 
effort to secure liberal reorganization 
of the empire. 
After Count Vitzthun, 
premier of Saxony, had declared on 
the contrary that the Saxon govern- 
ment would fight any attempt to secure 
any franchise 
reform 
in Individual 
states, through the reichstag, the so- 
cialist vice president of the house, him- 
self an ex-soldier, flatly denied 
that 
loyalty to the king played any role 
with the soldiers. 


Warns Agrain-st Reaction. 


He warned Count Vitzthun against 
persisting in his reactionary attitude, 
saying that reform would come, if not 
from the crown then from the mob. 
Count Vitzthun attempted to meet the 
storm with the old formula, devotion 
to the crown, but even the national 
liberals backed 
the 
socialists %vlth 
identical declarations, 
regarding 
the 
sentiment of the people. 


After this debate, almost unpai-al- 
leled in a German legislature since the

National Advisory Council 
is Named to Report to 
the Emperor. 


Tokio, July 5.— (Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—Belief that the Eu- 
ropean war is nearing a climax, and 
Japan's conviction that she should care- 
fully examine her own intonial situa- 
tion are thought to be the chief reasons 
for the recent creation of a national ad- 
visory council, which shall be responsible 
to the oniperor. 
It is an unprecedented 
step that Japan has taken. 
The new 
council is oiTicially callod the temporary 
diplomatic investigation committee, and 
it is composed of ])ronnnent men both 
in.side and outside the cabinet. Premier 
Count Terauchi origiiiated the idea and it 
received the sanction of Emperor Yoshi- 
hito. 


Count Terauchi is anxious to'securc 
national unity particularly on questions 
of foreign relations. 
He seems convinced 
that Japan has reached a perio<l of life 
when a sturdy constructive policy should 
be rigidly 
adhered to in the

of national progress. 
As a means to 
this end he seeks the support of the ele- 
ments in the diet who are opposed to his 
administration. 


The council, which will meet at the 
palace, will be a guide to diplomacy, 
something as the genro, or elder states- 
men, have been in the past. 
For the 
e-xecution of matters decided on by the 
committee the cabinet will bear a respon- 
sibility.

Damaged Building Will Be 
Repaired at Once—Other 
Conflagrations. 


The Fort "Wayne Transfer company 
barn, 1311 South Harrison street, was 
gutted and twenty-seven automobiles 
consumed, at a loss of $23,000 in the 
fiercest 
of four blazes which marked 
the Fourth of July in Fort Wayne. 


Thousands of people 
crowded the 
streets and lawns in the region of the 
garage 
conflagi-ation, 
between 6:30 
and 7 o'clock 
Wednesday 
evening:. 
Work of the firemen was hindered by 
the throng of spectators and an extra 
8<iuad of police were called out to 
force the people back from the burnin^r 
structure. 


Company employes rescued seven- 
teen head of horses from the second 
floor of the transfer company building 
"before the blaze had spread over the 
entire second story. 
" Origin of the blaze is unknown. 
Slectrical apparatus 
connected with 
the elevator may have started the fire, 
say employes, who state that the Are 
aeemed to have mo%^ed out from the 
•levator shaft. A woman living across 
the street from the building discov- 
ei'ed the fire when tongues of flame 
broke through the roof. She ran over 
to the transfer company building and 
told employes. 
Firemen were sum- 
moned from the office. 


The heavy auto truck from the cen- 
tral fire station was badly damaged 
by an accident, when Driver .John Fal- 
vey ran the machine across the Harri- 
son, street curbing in order to avoid 
striking a passenger laden automobile, 
which was being speeded towards the 
lire. 
The piece of 
fire 
apparatus 
crushed the curbing for several yards 
end broke off a pole, supporting a pa- 
trol box. D. S. Graney, perched be- 
hind the driver, was almost thrown 
from the fire truck. 
Other 
firemen 
Eaved themselves by jumping wb. i 
the machine started across the curb- 
ing. The truck, with one front wlieel 
wabbling, continued to the fire. 


Everett Lamb, colored, 
barn man 
for the transfer company, was a hero 
of the blaze. 
He %vas in.strumental in 
removing thirty-five automobiles from 
the first floor of the building. 
After 
he had run ten cars from the main 
floor to Harrison street, his calls for 
help brought half a dozen citizens, who 
aided in pushing other 
automobiles 
froni the blazing structure. 
Lamb was 
drenched with water from the plying 
fire streams as he drove the last car 
from the bottom floor. 


Damage to the elevator shaft pre- 
vented the rescue of autos from the 
second story of the building. 
Most of 
the twenty-seven cars, reduced to junk, 
belonged to A. L. Randall. 
They were 
partly insured. 
Two limousines were 
in the number. The majority of autos 
were second hand machines, although 
nearly as good as new. 


A tallyho, four honse drawn baggage 
wagons, four horse 
cab.s and .some 
scenery were also consumed in the 
blaze. 
Fixtures in the office at the 
front of the building were rescued be- 
fore water poured into that part of the 
structure. 


Firemen broke windows in the sec- 
ond floor and finally worked their way 
Into the blazing apartment despite the 
fierce heat. They soon had the fire un- 
der control but found nearly every 
' auto .on the second floor a total wreck. 
The horses, removed from the rear of 
the second story had been protected by 
a fire proof wall. 


The building will be repaired at 
once. 
Business of the transfer com- 
pany will not be slackened. The loss to 
the structure is partly covered by in- 
«urance.

America' had a heap of fun through a 
long period of her history contriving to keep 
alive the féeling that the mother country was 
still as hostile to us as we "kere trying to con- 
vince ourselves we still were to. her. At length, 
the folly of it became understood and the lu- 


The two great 
English-speaking states had-something, in com- 
mon—had had all along, of truth, and had in 
many ways promoted it—but it was a long 
time before consciousness of it supersecfed the 
popular prejudices that had been so studious- 
ly cultivated. 


The point of all which in that yesterday in 
London the Fourth of .July was altogether as 
explosive, wordy and sentimental as it was in 
Washington, New York, Philadelphia, Boston 
or Chicago. The British vied with Americans 
in giving proper tone and color to the occa- 
sion. Of course Britain and America are foi:. 
the present allies in war, but even that fact 
would not compel or cajole the British into 
abclaiming the Fourth of July out of all meas- 
ure and reason and calculated effect. Tli 
thing could have been done with much less 
pretense and eclat and made quite well to 
answer. 


The fact is that Britons, way down deep in 
their hearts, are inordinately proud of the 
United States of America. Some things we 
do and the way we do some things they do 
not altogether always "get," but America is 
very big, very rich, very resourceful and very 
promising. The genius of America and Amer- 
ican institutions of liberty and government is 
Anglo-Saxon. The leaven of popular freedom 
here was brought by those who came from 
England. America is not English by a long 
shot and never will be, but whatever is here 
and whatever it .may ,at length come to in the 
processes of unfolding centuries was started 
here by English, no matter how great a hand 
Teuton and Celt and Scandinavian have had 
in making it grow and become something new 
and individualistic as a nation and people. 


If the British want to let all bygones be by- 
gones, let the dead past bury its dead and all 
that, and out-America Americans in whoop- 
ing up the Fourth of July and painting their 
old town red in honor of AVashington and 
Prescott and making fete days of Lexington 
and Yorktown, let them ,go to it. The spirit 
of America is a good thing to animate in any 
land and to put kick and punch into any cele- 
bration anywhere. 
We are ^lad to see the 
British making something of Independence 
Day and the heroes of the Revolution. It will 
do them good. It already has done them good 
to have lost their American colonies. It taught 
how to govern colonies.

INDIANA DOCTORS HAVE 
DECLARED GRIM WAR ON 
THE TYPHOID CARRIERS 


Indiana doctors have declared war 
on typhoid carriers and drastic meas- 
ures are urged to meet the baffling 
problem of the proper quarantine for 
contagious diseases which, 
in 
most 
cases, are spread by healthy carriers of 
germs. 
It has been shown that a cer- 
tain portion of our population, 
al- 
though they themselves never have the 
sickness under consideration, act as in- 
termediary 
agents 
in 
scattering 
it 
broadcast. 
The fact that these 
men 
and women never show any symptoms 
themselves constitutes the whole prob- 
lem, 
for 
it 
greatly 
decreases 
the 
chances of discovering who they are. 


The case is well known of Typhoid 
Mary, of New York, a cook who never 
had the slightest trace of typhoid her- 
self but who, in working from kitchen 
to kitchen. Infected several 
hundred 
people and caused many deaths. 
A 
milkman was discovered recently who 
had given the disease to more than 200 
victims and even a trained nurse was 


found who had been freely distributing 
typhoid bacilli among her patients. 


Members of the Indiana Medical so- 
ciety favor a measure similar to tife 
California law which gives a detected 
typhoid carrier his liberty only a speci- 
fic terms. 
This law provides that all 
convicted typhoid carriers must make 
a written agreement that they will take 
no part in handling food or participate 
in the management of 
a 
boarding 
house, restaurant or food store. 
They 
must notify the health department of 
changes of address, must report twice 
a year, must report all cases of typHoid 
with which they come in contact and 
must submit to examination on request. 
If they violate any of these rules, they 
are deprived of their liberty. 
These 
measures must seem harsh interfer- 
ence with personal liberty, but doctors 
assert that innocent carriers of typhoid 
are now the only agencies in enlight- 
ened communities that prevent 
the 
eradication of this disease.

If you have a malady your favorite 
young doctor is treating, or, a set of 
bad teeth your young dentist is filling 
—get busy. 


Otherwise Uncle Sam will beat you 
to him, bejsause the government is oh 
the lookout for 20,000 army doctors 
and surgeons, 1,000 dentists and 1,000 
veterinary doctors. 


There is a hazy notion abroad in the 
country that doctors and dentists are 
exempt frolh the draft under the se- 
lective 
conscription 
act. 
The 
fact, 
however, is they are not. 
Copgress, 
having failed to make such a provi- 
sion, the exemption clauses to be pro- 
mulgated by the president will aíso 
fail to exempt them. 
Therefore, wfien 
the draft net is set in motion, doctors, 
dentists 
and 
veterinarians 
will 
be 
among those drawn. 


This does rfot necessarily mean they 
will have to shoulder a gun. 
Surgeon 
General Gorgas Is anxious to have a 
complete personnel In the medical de- 
partment, raised to full war footing. 
Under peace footing the army had 438 
doctors. . Although the regular army 
is being greatly increased, the medical 
corps has only grown to 539; In addi- 
tion there are enrolled about 3,000 men 
for the medical reserve corps. 


The kllowance 
under 
the 
present 
army regulations Is seven doctors to 
every 
1,000» soldiers, one- dentist to 
every 1,000 men and one veterinarian 
to every 1,000 head of horses and 
mules in the transport, artillery and 
cavalry services. 


General Gorgas has asked that all 
drafted doctors be turned over to the 
medical department and it Is expected 
War Secretary« Baker will assent. Your 
doctor will, therefoi%, get an oppor- 
tunity to stand 
an 
examination in 
medicine and surgery. 
If he passes 
he wlB become a lieutenant, captain 
or major In the medical corps, accord- 
ing to his rating. 
If he falls, he will 
probably be an enlisted soldier. 


Even with these drafted doctors and 
those who have already voluntarily 
enrolled, there will be á shortage of 
army surgeons. 
Tha recominendation 
has been made to the medical divi- 
sion of the advisory commission of the 
national council of detènsè that i phy- 
sicians «be drafted selectively uffon a 
bMit of ff I|9.i:al e t a i f ^ ^ u o n J^y % 


would have to furnish a fixed quota of 
doctors for the army, only those being 
exempted who are too old, have too 
many dependents or for similar rea- 
sons. 


Work of the army doctors will start 
at the cantonments where they will not 
only examine soldiers as to their phys- 
ical fitness, but will safeguard the wa- 
ter and milk supply and guard against 
camp diseases. 


When the army lands in France the 
doctors will guard against trench dis- 
eases 
such 
as typhus, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia and rheumatism. 
But, of 
course, the biggest Job will be man- 
ning the field hospitals.

Strawberries as Easy 
to Can as Other Fruit 


The above is what Bessie Compt on of Los Angeles said after reading 
caption over a recent picture. 
"W ell," she .continued, "if those aré what 


"Don't judge the success of canning 
by your first effort with whatever pro- 
duct you happen to find in the mar- 
ket, when you begin operations," says 
a statement just issued by the United 
States department of agriculture. 
"It 
is more than likely that if you are a 
beginner at canning you will start with 
strawberries, the first fruit available. 
If you do you should realize that straw- 
beries are one of the most difficult of 
all products to can satisfactorily. 
It is 
ne.xt to impossible, in fact, to can this 
fruit, as distinguished from preserving 
it (in which case a much larger pro- 
portion of sugar 5.S used), so that its 
color, size 
and texture will be pre- 
served. 


"It is normal, if ordmary canning 
practices are followed, to have straw- 
berries shrink, turn more or less brown, 
and float to the tops of the jars. 
The 
product is palatable, however, and will 
^teep perfectly if the sterilization has 
been done properly. 


"Don't feel, therefore, 
that 
your 
strawberry canning is a failure. 
Above 
all, don't become discouraged and fear 
that all your canning will be unsatis- 
factory. 
Practically 
every 
vegetable 
and fruit worth canning may be canned 
and kept in a condition fairly com- 
parable in flavor and texture to the 
fresh product.

"In canning, specialize on nutritious

The American

have an enormous job before them. 


War teaches us many things and not 
the least of these is that service is like a 
chain, no stronger than its weakest link. 
The Red Cross nurse at the base hospital 
in France depends on the Friday sewing 
circle back in Iowa that makes its ban- 
dages with infinite cart- and patience. The 
members of the sewing circle may wear 
no becoming coifs. 
They are not going 
to have tales to tell of'bursting bombs 
and the death words of heroes. But they 
are the mothers and 
sisters of 
those 
heroes and after all, their stitches count 


thou-sand «heets and pillow cases were 
shipped within an hour of the call from 
the store room of the chapter house at 
W'a.shington, D. C., where all thorugh the 
spring busy women 
have quietly 
and 
simply sewn their bit. 


The hospital supplies for each base hos- 
pital cost 810,000 and it is hoped that the 
American Red Cross need look no further 
than American women to provide this 
equipment.

A number of bombs 
were dropped and the latest re- 
ports state that eight persons were 
killed and twenty-two injured. 
Only slight material damage was 
caused.

A marine's training consists of 


many duties and drills. 
For in- 


stance when a marine arrives for 
training we are shown to our quar- 
ters in the quarantine camp. In this 
camp the recruits stay until they 
are examined by the doctor and 
sworn in. 


After we are sworn in we are given 


uniforms and start on our tour of 
training. 
First we are given our 


rules and equipment, which cpnslsta 
of toilet articles, pails, canteens, etc. 
Then we are taught how to use them, 
and keep them in regulation style. 


Everything a marine is given must 


be kept in regulation style while he 
is a recruit This is to train him to 
keep things the same ways when he 
graduates from the recruits. 


After we leave the 
quarantine 


camp, we are sent to the next camp 
called the maneuvering grounds. At 
the maneuvering grounds we' are 
taught the first steps in drilling, fo 
instance, how' to 
keep step, and 


squads 
right 
and 
left. 
This 


very strenuous work lor a recruit 
and it takes quite a time to get u 
used to it. 


Next we are taught the manual o 


arms, which is somewhat easie 
for us. 


A recruit dines out of his ow 


mess gear while in the quarantin 
camp and maneuvering 
ground 


His mess gear consists of an alumi- 
num pan, one knife, fork, and spoon. 
After each "chow" he is compelled 
to wash his own gear and put it 
awar In regulation style. 


We generally stay In the maneu- 


vering grounds about two or three 
weeks, then we are sent to the main 
barracks where the training Is much 
easier. 


In the first place we get our meals 


in a large mess hall, where there aro 
four men detailed from each com- 
pany to wait on and take care of the 
tables. 


Next we have a large swimming 


pool, moving pictures and a nunihei 
of pool tables at our disposal. The 
moving pictures are shown in tho 
gymnasium under the direction of 
our physical instructor. 
There is 


also quite a 
little 
marine talent 


shown, for instance, boxing, singing, 
and there aro a number of boys who 
play string instruments 
for 
our 


amusement. 


The work is hard but interesting 


and most of us enjoy it. Any man 
who does his share is bound to suc- 
ceed in the marine corps. 


There is no limit of opportunities 


to become "non-coms." 


The men are drilled by the best 


and oldest "non-coms" in the ser- 
vice and they turn out wonderful 
companies. 


After the men finish their drilling, 


we are sent to the rifle range, where 
we are taught how to shoot. At this 
range we are taught how to hold our 
rifle and the different positions to 
shoot from, 
There is a coach to 


every two men who shoot, and this 
couch guides us all through tha 
shooting. 


A man has any number of oppor- 


tunities to qualify for the following: 
Marksman, sharpshooter or expert 
rifleman. Marksman pays two dol- 
lars extra a month; sharpshooter, 
three dollars, and expert rifleman, 
five dollars. About seventy-five per 
cent, of each company qualify for 
one of these medals. This makes it 
easy for a private to make extra 
money. 


After we finish our range work, 


we are classed as a trained marine, 
and we aro no longer recruits. 


After we have graduated from a 


recruit, we are given the privilege 
of asking for 
a furlough for the 


length of seventy-two hours. While 
we are recruits, there is no liberty 
whatsoever given us.

out it extends the patrol, the bigger 
grows the ratio of patrols to sub- 
marines. 


Assuming that one patrol boat can 


cover twenty square miles of sea, It 
would require four

off shore as it would take to protect 
the sea for 100 miles out, while only 
twice the number of submarines would 
be required to blockade the circum- 


deep, loaded with contact bombs at 
every intersection, held in place by 
steamers stationed every few miles and 
also held up by buoys. 


Improvements in submarines and 


anti-submarine devices are adopted. 


At present the submarine is ahead 


in the race, not because there are no 
weapons to fight it, but because of the 
tactical difficulties of catching it.

Many a housewife prepares her 


meals by inspiration rather than by 
careful planning to get the best out of 
the least. 


A week's program 
of 
carefully 


planned breakfasts, lunches and din- 
ners should be so arranged as to make j 
for a healthier family as well as a sav- 
ing in the food budget. The problem Is 
complex, for not only must the house- 
wife consider her own purse and the 
local market, but the size of the family, 
their ages, occupations, health, indi- 
vidual tastes, national customs and 
even religious views.
